He was a classmate of the late 
Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes and is tho 
Smith immortalized as follows in the 
autocrat's famous pocni, "Tho Boys:"

Smith. 


But he shouted u song Cor the brave mid the

Just read on his medal, "My Country, of

Dr. Smith was born in Boston, Oct. 


21, 1808, attended the Boston Latin 
school from 1830 to 1825, was graduat- 
ed from Harvard in 1829 and from 
Andover Theological

Whilo ho was a student at 


Andover he was asked to translate some 
German hymns or write now words to 
old musio for Dr. Lowell Mason's col- 
lection, and during the work ho ran 
across tho tune of '"God Save the 
Queen. " Ho had never heard of it be- 
fore, but its movement inspired him, 
and in half an hour ho dashed off tho 
words of "America. " Tho hymn was

Tlio Work Toctay. 


I visited tho office of tho construction 


company this morning and got a pass 
to tho power house. 


When you enter the building, yon aro 


at onco impressed with its uine. Tho 
walls aro pierced with tlireo tiers of 
windows, as a three Btory building 
would be, but there is but one floor, and 
that is on :•, level with the ground. Tho 
entire interior is therefore ono vast 
apartment, a sort of imperial chamber, 
so to fipcalc, where tho power of falling 
water, transformed, into and manifested 
by that mysterious and subtle thing men 
torm electricity, will bo supreme when- 
ever tlio puny human • beings that aro 
making ready .for its reign shall have 
completed their work. 


Todriy not more than 100 workmen 


wero in evidence. Earlier in the history 
of tho enterprise as many as 1,800 or 
3,000 men wero sometimes employed at 
once. That was whou tlio.drilliug and 
Wasting and hoisting of broken rock 
ont of tho groat holes that have been 
made, to get tho water to and from 
tho wheels wero going on. In all thcro 
havo been S3 victims to tho demon of 
accident—not many when tbo nature 
of tho work and the number engaged in 
it aro taken into consideration. Some of 
tho unfortunate ision fell down the J7R 
foot deep wheel pit, somo wore crushed 
by falling rock, timber or iron, while' 
oup, au<l only one, came to his end di- 
rectly through tho explosion of powder. 


Tlirpo Tairs of Wheels In Placo. 


According to the charter of tho com- 


pany, it inny utilize enough of the wa- 
ter of Niagara's stream to furnish 100,- 
000 horsepower, but it is at first pro- 
posed to make use of only n small frac- 
tion of that amount, Threo wheels, or 
ratber three pairs of wheels only, in- 
stead of 20, ;ho fall complement neces- 
sary to tho developmcntof 100,000 horse: 
pov.'or, will bo pat into commission at 
the beginning. 
They aro already in 


place, resting securely on their founda- 
tions at the bottom of tbo big black 
wheel pit. Each of thoso machines is no 
inches in diameter and will yield abont 
5,000 horsepower, or 15,000 horsepower 
in nil. 


Tho wheel pit, at the bottom of which 


tho threo pairs of wheels aro now wait- 
ing to be pnfc to whirling and to work- 
ing, is WO feet long and ITS feet deep, 
nud it and tho wheels are all ready for 
business. But their revolutions wovdd 
bo for naught if the water wero turned 
on now, because tho dynamos aro not 
yet in place p.t tho top of tho pit. In 
fact, they havo not. yet arrived from 
tha shop of the makers, and thsir foun- 
dations even nro also still incomplete. 
Littlo else can bo done .now till these 
dynamos aro placed, and that id tho 
reason why so few men are employed at 
present. 


It is essential to tho perfect working 


of a dynamo that it shall be solidly 
placed. Those n,000 horsepower gener- 
ators v,lill bo furnished with probably 
the best foundations that havo ever been 
built for snch ii purpose. They aro to 
bo of cut stone, with tops dressed till 
they aro perfectly level and as near ab- 
solute smoothness as human skill can 
make them. On top of each foundation 
n 12 ton iron base, made in one casting, 
will bo boltod, and on top of this base 
tho dynamo itself will bo set. The 
stonework of two of tho foundations 
has already been completed, but that 
for tho third seems hardly begun as yet. 
This morning the workmen wero engag- 
ed iu the ratber difficult and delicate 
work of lowering ono of the big castings 
to tho foundation. The sketch that ac- 
companies this letter will give the read- 
er an idea of how tho work is (lone and 
,ilso of tho relative sisro.of a man and a 
base easting. 


As I havo said, each of tho wheels or 
» 


pairs of wheels is expected to develop 
fi.OOO horsepower, but this will bo pos- 
sible only through tho nso by each ma- 
chine of 430 cubic feet of water every 
second. Sow. every cubic foot of water 
amounts to 7.48 gallons; therefore each 
machine will swallow up 3,J21fi.4 gal- 
lons, or more than 100 barrels, of wafer 
GO times every miunte. That would bo 
0,000 barrels a mimite, 360,000 
an 


hoar or 8,G-10,000 barrels every day of 
34 hours. This, figured another way, 
means 277,870,1)00 cubic feet a day, .or 
enough to fill a canal 100 feet wide, 10 !

be taken in the city of Lufialo, and it

difference in tho smoke uf that town. 


Until quite, recently the users of tur- 


bines have been botlii'i-ed by tho tend- 
ency of their whenis to ''run down," 
as is the technical twin for heatim; at 
the bearings. Tho Niag.ira wheels aro 
set vertically, however, and (his tend- 
ency has been overcome by directing 
the driving water ,«o that it will assist 
in upholding thowujht of fhaffc and 
wheels. 


When it was found that tho big hori- 


zontal tunnel, or escape hole, that has 
been cut through (he rock from the bot- 
tom of the wheel pit, a mile r.ud a quar- 
ter, to the level of tlm river below the 
falls, would have to bo brick lined in 
order to secure safety fioin the wearing 
away of tho soft rock, a groan went up 
from the stockholders of the company, 
for this meant very gri^itlv added ex- 
pense.

years ago Miss Elizabeth Harrison began 
a series of lectures on l-i'M'oygtH-teu 
methods to a class cjt Jive young women 
and two mothers, i.'Tlicro aro now 30 
classes formed on/tliL- sumo plan in 
neigh boring and distant states. Somo CO 
women who have completed this kinder- 
garten course aro now at tho head of 
free classes in the suburbs or neighbor- 
ing towns for women less favored than 
themselves.

Fourteen years ago Miss Harrison

.suw.atpnco tho possibilities ot' this edu- 
cational method and began to snpple-

incut her daily work with study and ob- 
servation. 
For months SO hours a day 


were not too nrach for study, and then 
came months of foreign travel

The result of these indefatigable labors 
is that Miss Harrison is now recognized 
on both sides of the water as being tho 
best exponent of Froobcl and tho born 
leader of a great movement. 


Miss Harrison is.-a Kentuckiau by 


birth and n distant kinswoman of the 
Harrisons of Indiana fame. She rejoices 
in a happy childhood and finds in that 
tho inspiration for her lit-'* work. Her 
girlhood was filled with (hoso social tri- 
umphs which would seem the birthright 
of women born in the Blue (.irass State.

It is almost infinitely 
totter than picking rags or sorting fill by 
garbage barrels in tho towns, and it is 
outdoors besides, whoro tbo air is pure 
and froo. 


A veracious correspondent of an oast- 


cm paper says that they chatter and 
sing at their work like .so many chil- 
dren. They do more, too, than to busk 
thu corn. They dump it into tho wagon 
box after it is husked, and then at tho 
closo of tho day's work, after the EMU 
Jias easl; his last yellow rays on tho Now 
Eugland landscape, they luistlo to tho 
barn, bitch np the team a?id haul tho 
corn that has been husked to tho corn- 
crib. Then they tramp homeward to 
tho nearest town. Whether they carry 
tho husks homo on their heads or not 
tho correspondent dons not say, but very 
likely they do. It is stated that tho hir- 
ed mou of Connecticut aro vastly indig- 
nant because of tho prosont arrange- 
ment, but it is evident that they aro 
powerless, and it is posfiblo that in a 
year or two more tho "dago womon" 
will bo hnsknig corn all over the land 
—that is, where corn is husked by hand, 
for there aro somo localities, I under- 
stand, where machines for husking aro 
in use. 


"Sonio of my older readers will re- 


member that tlio Italian women aro not 
tho first of their sex to busk corn in 
America. Jinny of tho pioneers' wives 
used to do thoir share in tho cornfield 
every fall, despite tho fact that, it meant 
bleeding hands, turned back and broken 
nails and aching frames. It's no joko 
to sit on a bundlo of cornstalks all day 
in the chill air of October or November 
and tear tho husks from ears of corn. 
Even farming men do not liko it, and 
there is no job about tho place that oven 
the small farmer shirks so willingly to 
tho hands of tho help and tho boys.

don't ularao tho said small farmer a' 
particle. 
I personally found out all 


about the miseries of corn husking in 
my own boyhood days and date a oer-

had passed away In tho neighborhood 
of my bringing tip' by the time I was 
big enough to busk corn, yet I'oan dis- 
tinctly remember that moro than one 
year when the crop was big and "help" 
was scarce I'ho farmers' wives 
and 


daughters went out into tho field .and 
husked. I don't suppose they liked it— 
in fact, I know that certain ones dislik- 
ed it intensely—but there seemed to lie 
no help for it. 1 remember, too, a fam- 
ily of six—lather, three sons and two 
daughters—who «?ed to hnsk corn on 
shares 
for the farmers roundabout. 


They wero Americans, too, and quite as 


self respecting as any, though poor in 
this world's goods. They got one buF.h- 
ol in five, maybo one in ton. or even a 
smaller share. I am not clear about tho 
proportion, but it was a great deal bet- 
ter than tho Italian women avo getting 
in Connecticut this year, and if these 
sharo workers wonted a Few husks tho 
farmers used lo give them freely. This 
family was a mighty industrious crowd 
in the fall and well on info tho winter 
—•as long, in fact. a<! there was corn to 
husk. They wero in the habit of begin- 
ning (heir work at break of day and 
working (ill they conld see no longer. 
Olio morniij't Ihui'ldwl of the three sous 


awul:e early and was deceived by tho 
blight light i'f tho full m,;:,n .shining in

thu cornfield they turned our to bu the 
most successful in the, gaino of life of 
nil tho boys of tbo region, but again 
tho facts aro against it. The father was 
a harness maker by trade, and he work- 
ed thereat, when there was anything go- 
ing, in ashopihat had once been tho 
schoolhouse, which ho occupied free of 
rent. 
His sons all learned Ihe same 


trade, and ll.e la?t I heard of them, four 
or five years ago, all three—tho father 
was then dead—were mending harness 
in (he old schoolhouse shop whenever 
there was any mending to do. In tho 
old days when there was neither harness 
mending nor corn husking to do thoy 
used to yo fishing or else loaf about in

tho sun or by tho tire. They did not 
take kindly to ordinary farm work, and 
it was very difficult to got ono of them 
to go into tho planting or the harvest 
field or to devoto his muscular ener- 
gies to hoci:i;j corn or digging potatoes. 
Tho eldest of t ho hoys must be past SO 
by this time. All five of tho brothers 
and sisters lived together in the, little 
old house when I was last in tho vicini- 
ty. 
They weru a singular family, hon- 


est always r.nd hardworking part of tho 
year, but in tho entire 1:3 months earn- 
ing altogether not more than ono good 
hustler ought to, oven at poor pay. Their 
expenses were light, however, they lived 
within their means, and nobody over 
heard of the.ir running in debt so much 
as a cent's worth. 


But to return to thu outdoor work 


that the. pioneer women of this republic 
wero wont to perform. It was not limited 
to corn hnsking. Even s;> late as to bo 
within my own memory farmers' wives 
in some of tho interior states have on 
occasion helped get in the hay. 1 knew 
ono woman, ami she was a woman of 
intelligence and culture, too, who coukl 
"load" hay as well as any man in tho 
neighborhood. "Loading" hay, by tho 
way, ia not "pitching" it to the load 
from tho ground. It is a duty similar to 
"trimming" the cargo of a ship, and un- 
less it bu well performed a load of hay 
or grain is sure to slide off tho rack or 
overset if the road over which it is 
hauled bo at all uneven. 


In tho years of an earlier generation, 


while yet, flax was among tho American 
farmers' crop?, the womon were in tho 
habit of doing most of the "pulling" 
and the "hackling,'' preparatory to turn- 
ing the fiber into thread and linen cloth, 
and I havo heard of plenty of thoso that 
wero mothers of the ilax women who 
used to go out into tho woods and help 
at "logging" and "burning foller." 
Women acting as teamsters wero not at 
all rare in those pioneer days, and of 
course nearly all of them knew how to 
swing tho ax. 


From all of this it seems to tho pres- 


ent-writer (hat there is sometimes jnst 
a little nonsense in the extravagant ex- 
ploitation of those sporadic oases of fe- 
male devotion to the farm, the black- 
smith shop, tho steamboat and other 
fields of labo?1 that aro usually occupied 
solely by men, and because of the great- 
er physical strength required in such oc- 
cupations .justly so.

Oar Live Stock Men Are Rapidly Breed- 


Ing TJp American Horwa. 


As soon as u horse becomes famous in 


Europe, whether draft, carriage ol' rnu- 
ner, attempts are made to get that aui- 
mal on this side of the water, and if 
money can. accomplish the thing it is

generally done. For years our horse 
lovers have watched the fairs and shows 
of Great Britain, France and Germany, 
mid thus bought up the noted prize win- 
ners. The result is already seen in the 
improved carriage and draft horses of 
tho United States. The improvement 
will still go on. 


The owner of tho Oaklawn horso 


breeding farm at Wayne, Ills., has been 
particularly attracted to French horses, 
both Percherons and coachers, and has 
imported scores of them. One of his 
Percheron stallions, whose portrait is 
given above, was so beautiful that Rosa, 
Bonheur herself mado a drawing of him, 
aud she said it was a pity so fine an 
animal should bo allowed to leave 
France. The picture here given is a copy 
of Bonhenr's drawing. This splendid 
black stallion is 16% hands high and 
weighs a ton. His horse blood is as royal 
in its way as that of tho Bourbons and 
far nobler. Ho coines of a mingled 
strain of the most noted Percheron fam- 
ilies. ' 


At tho world's fair iu Paris, 1889, 


ono of tho prize winners was the beau- 
tiful mare whose pictnro appears above, 
a light dapplo gray, also of the most 
noted blood in France. This mare is 
owned in America now and at the Oaky

lawn stock farm. Tho two animals here 
illustrated are among the handsomest 
specimens of the Percheron horso ever 
bred anywhere. The fact that they are 
now aiding in grading up our draft horsa 
blood in this country is a credit to 
American horse breeders. 


25.1 per cent. In dry matter the differ- 
ence amounted to 8,82G pounds, or 151.4 
per cent. In other words, as much di- 
gestible organic matter was produced on 
one acre when grown ia corn as was ob- 
tained from 1.91 acres of mangels, or 
2.05 acres of sugar beets, 


Tho cost of growing, harvesting aud 


storing an acre of beets was more than 
double the amount required for an acre 
of corn, charging each crop the same 
rent for land and the same amount for 
fertilizers. 


In a feeding trial involving two lots 


of five cows each aud covering three 
periods of i 2 days each, with a prelim- 
inary period of 10 days, and when tho 
cows were fed practically the same 
amounts of dry matter iu silage and 
roots, 100 pounds of digestiblu matter of 
thoeilage ration produced 131.92 pounds 
of milk and 7.31 pounds of butter, and 
of tbo roots ration 137.36 pounds of 
milk and 6.53 pounds of butter, a differ- 
ence in butter production, in favor of 
silage amounting to 10. .1 per ceut^ 
When the two lots of cows were fed 
alike and on a combined ration of roots 
and silage, the silage lot produced, per 
100 pounds of digestible matter con- 
sumed, 139 pounds of milk and 6.79 
pounds of butter, and the roots lot 150 
pounds of milk and 0.40 pounds of but- 
ter, showing an apparent superiority of 
the cows composing tho silage lot of 5.1 
per cent, leaving a net gain in feeding 
value of silage over roots of 5 per cent. 


Iu tho period when silage was fed 


against roots every animal receiving a 
silage ration made a gain in live weight, 
while four of the five animals receiving 
the roots ration lost weight. Tho silage 
lot made a total gain of 90 pounds aud 
tho roots lot lost 02 pounds, making a 
total difference of 152 pounds in favor 
of silage. Tho loss sustained by the 
cows receiving roots was practically re- 
gained within tho Fame number of days 
in the next period, when they were fed 
an equivalent amount of dry matter in 
silage. 


Live Stock Points. 


There is much science in keeping corn 


fodder just right. It is better tocnt into 
short pieces all tho fodder you feed. 
With a horse power, at one big job 
enough fodder can bo cut to last half 
tho winter. But it should not bo cut or 
shredded until it gets entirely dry, for 
there is' something about the corn plant 
that heats and molds easily. On the 
other hand, the cutting should not be 
put off till the fodder freezes. Fodder 
that has been frozen is almost as bad as 
moldy fodder. When tho stalks are left 
in close bundles, they do not dry ont 
altogether. 
The moisture in them 


freezes. This expands the cells. When 
they thaw, tho fodder is dry and taste- 
less. So cnt up the fodder neither too 
green nor wait till it has been frozen. 
Cut when it is just right. 
, Scotch and English breeders of draft 
horses favor a heavy growth of hair 
around tho fetlock. They think it keeps 
horses' heels from getting cracked. Bnt 
the hair itself must bo kept clean by 
frequent washing.

Movable Hurdle. 


A movable peu, or hurdle, is of the 


greatest -value on 'any farm or garden 
whero stock and fruit and vegetables are 
grown. One profit in stock keepiag is to 
make the stock serve every purpose pos- 
sible. Thus poultry are valuable as egg 
producers or flush growers, but if the" 
eggs and flosh can be grown in good 
part from the insects and weed seeds 
that are the gardener's worst enemies 
so mnoh greater tho gain. .But poultry 
and turkeys and pigs and sheep free to 
roam at will. are likely to clo great 
harm, and it is in confining tbem to 
tho limits of the work to be done that 
the value of tho hurdle, or pen, lies. 


Such hurdle or pen can ba easily made 


of fonr pieces of scantling, each as long 


board 10 inches by SO inches each, with 
u hold the size of tha end of tho scant- 
ling, and as many feet of wire mesh as 
the outside of the pen is to meaanro. To' 
make tho pen lay tho pieces of scantling 
on the ground, as far apart as the sides 
of the pen are to be wide, understand- 
ing that the distance between the posts 
will be a side of the pen. Fasten, the 
Wire mesh to tha posts with a tack at 
each mesh, leaving enough wire mesh 
beyond the fourth scantling to form tho 
fourth side. Tack the loose end to a 
small strip of board the height of the 
scantling, and in this board place three 
hooks, one at each top and bottom, one 
at the middle, with screw eyes to match 
in front of tho first soantliug. 


Sot the scantlings into tho holes of 


the four pieces of board, and the pen Is 
complete nnless it is to be used for 
ponltry, when a wire or cloth top will 
be necessary. This pen can bo moved 
about easily, and in it tho stock can bo 
kept where they aro -wanted. 


For pigs, sheep or calvea the pen 


nvust be made stronger. This can be 
done by passing iron rods from one cor- 
ner post to the opposite side, the two 
rods crossing each other. This also gives 
a framework on which tho cover of wire 
or cloth can rest. —Philadelphia Ledger.

From the Story of Klug Xaaman, t] 


Leper, and Pregeuts a Certain Cure, 


Free to the World, for the 


Leprosy of Sin. 


The following sermon, having for its- 


subject "The Sick General" was chosen 
by Rev. T. DeWitt Talmag e for publica- 
tion this week. It IK bused on the text: 


Ho was a leper.—II Kings, v.. i, 
Here we have a warrior sick; not 


with pleurisies or rheumatisms or con- 
sumptions, but a disease worse than 
all these put together. A red mark 
haj> come out on the forehead, precursor 
of complete disfigurement. 
I have 


something awful to tell jou. Gen. 
Naaman, coinmander-in-chief of all the 
Syrian forces, has the leprosy! It is 
o_n his hands, on his face, ou his feet, 
on his entire person. The leprosy! 
Get out of the way of the pestilence! 
If his breath strike yon, you are a dead 
man. The commander-in-ehief of all 
the forces of Syria! And yet he 
would be glad to exchange conditions 
with the boy at his stirrup, or the 
hostler that blankets his charger. The 
news goes like wildfire all through the 
realm, and the people are sympathetic, 
and they ery out: "It is impossible 
that our great hero, wlio slew Ahab, 
and around whom we came with such 
vociferation when he returned from 
victorious battle—can it be possible 
that our grand and glorious Naaman 
has the leprosy?" Yes. Everybody 
has something he wishes he has not. 
David, an Absalom to disgrace him; 
Paul, a thorn to sting him; Job, car- 
buncles 
to 
plague him; Samson, 


a Delilah to shear him; Ahab, a 
Naboth 
to- deny 
him; Haman, 


a 
Mordecai 
to 
irritate him; 


George Washington, chUdnessness to 
afflict Mm) John Wesley, a termagant 
wife to pester him; Leah, weak eyes; 
Pope, a crooked back; Byron, a club 
foot; John Milton, blind eyes; Charles 
Lamb, an insane sister; and you, and 
you, 
and you, and you, something 


which you never bargained for, and 
would like to get rid of. The reason 
of this is that God does not want this 
world to be too bright; otherwise, we 
would always want to stay and eat 
these fruits, and lie on these lounges, 
aud shake hands in this pleasant so- 
ciety. We are only in the vestibule of 
a grand temple. God does not want us 
to stay on the doorstep, and therefore 
He sends aches, and annoyances, and 
sorrows, and, bereavements i of 
all 


sorts tc push us on, and push us up 
toward riper fruits, 
and brighter 


society, and more radiant prosperities 
God is only whipping us ahead. The 
reason that Edward 1'ayson and Kob- 
ert Hall had more rapturous views of 
Heaven than other people had was, bc- 


* cause, through their aches and pains, 
J God pushed them nearer up to it. If 
^ -God dashes out one of your pictures, it 


is only to show you a brighter one. If 
Ho sting your foot with gout, your 
brain with neuralgia, your tongue with 
an inextinguishable thirst, it is only 
because He is preparing to substitute 
a better body than you ever dreamed 
of, when the mortal shall put on im. 
mortality. It1 is ,to push you on, and to 
push you up to'ward something grander 
and better, that God sends upon you, 
as lie did upon Gen, Naaman, sdine- 
thing you do not want. Ssated in his 
Syrian mansion—all the walls'glitter- 
ing ' with the shields which , he had 
captured 
in battle; the corridors, 


crowded with admiring visitors, who 
just wanted to see. him once; music nnd 


'. mirth, and banqueting filling all the 


mansion, from tessellated floor to 


'< pictured ceiling— Naaman would have 


forgotten that there was anvthing bet- 
ter, and would have been glad to stay 
there ten thousand years. But 0, how 
the shields dim, and how the visitors 
fly the hall, and how the music drops 
dead from the string, and how the 
gates of the mansion slam shut with 
sepulchral bang, as you read the clos- 
ing words of the eulogmm: He was a 
leper! He was a leper!" 


There was one person more sympa- 


thetic with Sen. Naaman Ulan any 
other person. Naatnan's wife walks 
the floor,/ivringing her hands, and try- 
ing to think what she can do to al- 
leviate her husband's suffering. All 
remedies have failed. The surgeon- 
general and the doctors of the royal 
staff have met, and they have shaken 
their heads, as much as to say: "No 
cure; no cure," I think that the of- 
fice-seekers have all folded up their 
recommendations and 
gone 
home. 


Probably n%pst of the employes of the 
establishment had dopped their work 


,', and were thinking of looking for some 
j other situation. What shall, now be- 


come of poor Naaman's wife? She must 


'- have sympathy somewhere. In her 
1*, despair she goes to ft little Hebrew cap- 
<-" tive, a oervant-girl in her house, to 


whom she tells the whole story; as 
sometimes, when overborne by the sor- 
rows of the world, and finding no sym- 
pathy anywhere else, yon have gone 
out and found in the sympathy of some 
humble domestic—Rose, or Dinah, or» 
Bridget—a help which the world could 
not give you. 


What a scene it was: one of the 


grandest women in all Syria in cabinet 
council with a'waiting-maid over the 
declining health of the mighty gen- 
eral! "I know something," says the 
little captive maid; "I know some- 


•• 
thing," as she bounds to her bare feet. 
"In the land from which I was 'stolen 
there is a certain prophet known by 
the name of Elisha, who can cure al- 
most anything, and I shouldn't won- 
der if he could cure my master. Send 
for him right away." "0 hush!" you 
iay. "H the highest medical talent of 
all the land can not cure that leper, 
there is no need of your listening to 
any talk of a servant girl." liufdo not 
scoff, do not sneer. The finger of that 
little captive maid is pointing in the 
right direction. She might have said: 
"This is a judgement upon you for 
stealing me from my 'native land. 
Didn't they snatch me off in the night, 
breaking my father's and mother's 
heart? and many a time I have lain 
and cried all night because 1 was so 
homesick/' Then, flushing up into 
childish indignation, she might have 
baM: "Good for them. 
I'm 
glad 


Naaman's got the leprosy." Mo. For- 
gettvgg- her personal sorrows, 
she 


bygSfithizes' jy.jtti the suffering of her 
master, and.(ijommends' him to the fa- 
mous Hebrew prophet 


And how qften' is It that the 'linger 


of childhood has pointed grown pcr- 
boiis in the right direction. Oil, Chris- 
tian soul, how long is it since you got 
rid (if the. leprosy of sin? You say: 
"Let me sec. It must be five years 
now." Five years. Who was it that 
pointed you to the Divine, Physician? 
"Oh," you say, "it was my little Amie, 
or Fred, or Charley, that clambered up 
on my knees, and looked into my face, 
' imd asked me why 1 didn't become a, 


Chriitian. and, all tho while stroking' 
my cheek so I couldn't get angry, in- 
sisted upon knowing wtyy 1 didn'thave 
family pnyers." There ai'e.' frrhnd- 


' parents who ' haVd ' bcMl' brought 


lo Christ by•• their'little grandchil- 
dren. There1 are hundreds of Chris- 
tian 
mothers" wlio 
had their at- 


tention first!.called' to Jesus by their 
little children. How did yon'get rid 
of the leprosy of sin? How did you find

"Oh," you say, "my child—my dying 
chni1;-.-"'!]] wan and wasted finger, 
por'tedTthat way. Oh, I shall never 
if get," you say, "that scene at the 
//adleandthe crib that awful night. 
1 Jtt was hard, hard, very hard; but if 
that little one on its dying bed had not 
pointed me to Chrifcti I don't think I 
ever would have got rid of my leprosy." 
Go iinto the Sabbath-school any Sun- 
day and you will find Hundreds of lit- 
tle fingers pointing in the same direc- 
tion, towaul Jesus Christ and toward 
Heaven 


No wonder the advice of this little 


Hebrew captive threw all Naaman's 
mansion aud lien-hadad's palace into 
excitement. Good-by, Naaman! NYith 
face scarified, and ridjred and infUtmed 
by the pestilence, and aided by those 
who supported him on either side, he 
staggers out to the chariot 
Hold fast 


the fiery coursers of the ro> al stable 
while the poor sicl; man lifts liis swol- 
len feet aud pain-striick limbs into the 
vehicle. 
Bolster 
him 
up 
with 


the 
pillows, 
and 
let 
him 
take 


a 
lingering 
look 
at 
his 
bright 


apartment, for perhaps the Hebrew 
captive may be mistaken, and the nevt 
time Naaman comes to that place he 
may be a dead weight on the should- 
ers of those who carry htm—an ex- 
pired chieftain seeking sepulture, amid 
the lamentations of an admiring na- 
tion. Good-by, Naaman! Let the char- 
ioteer drive gently over the hills of 
Hermon, lest he jolt the invalid. Here 
goes the bravest man of all his day a 
captive of a horrible disease. As the 
ambulance winds through the -streets 
of Damascus the tears and praters of 
all the people go after the world-re- 
nowned invalid. 


How the countrymen gaped as the 


procession passed! They 
had seen 


Naaman go pass like a whirlwind in 
day,s gone by. and had stood aghast at 
the clank of bis war equipments; but 
now they commiserate him. They say 
''Poor man, he will never get home 
alive; poor man!" 


Gen., Naaman wakes up from a rVst- 


less sleep in the chariot, and says to 
the charioteer: "How long before we 
shall reach the Prophet Elisha?" '['he 
charioteer says to a waysider. "How 
far is it to Elisha'f, house!' He says: 
"Two miles. Two miles0" Then they 
whip up the lathered aud fiiggcd-out 
horses. The whole procession bright- 
ens up at the prospect of speedy arriv- 
al. They drive up to tlie door of 
the prophet. The cluuioteers shout 
"Whoa"' lo the horses, and tramping 
hoofs and grinding wheels cease shak- 
ing the earth. Come out, Elisha, come 
out; you have company; the grandest 
company that ever came to your house 
has come to it now. No stir inside 
Klisha's house 
The fact was, the 


Lord has informed Elisha that the 
sick captain was coming, and just 
how to treat him. Indeed, when you 
are s>ick, and the Lord wants yon to 
got well, He always tells tho doctor 
how tcT treat you; and the leason we 
have so many bungling doctors is be- 
cause they depend upon their own 
strength and instructions, and not on 
the Lord God, and that always makes 
malpractice. Come out, Elisha, and 
tend to your business 
Gen. Naaman 


and his retinue waited, and waited, and 
waited. The fact was, Naamau had 
two diseases—pride and leprosy; the 
one wa.s as hard to get rid of as the 
other. Elisha sits quietly in his house, 
and does nofc go out 
After a while, 


when he thinks ho lias humbled this 
proud man, he says to a servant: 
"Go out and 
tell. Gen 
Naaman 


to bathe seven times in tlie River Jor- 
dan, out yonder five miles, and he will 
get entirely well,' The message comes, 
out. 
"What!" says the commander-in- 


chief of the Syrian forces, his eve kind- 
ling with animation which it had not 
Shown for weeks, and his swollen foot 
stamping on the bottom of the chariot, 
regardless of pain. 
"What1 Isn't he 


coming out to see me? Why I thought) 
certainly he would come and utter some 
cabalistic words over me, or make some' 
enigmatical passes over my wounds. 
Why, I don't think he knows who I 
am. 
Isn't he 
coming out? Why 


when the Shunamite woman came to 
him, he rushed out and cried: 'Is it 
well with thce? is it well with thy hus- 
band? is it well with thy child? and 
will he treat a poor unknown woman 
like that, and let me, a titled person- 
age, sit here in my chariot aud wait, 
and wait? I won't 
endure it any 


longer. Charioteer, drive on! Wash in 
the Jordan! 
Ha! Ha! Tho slimy 


Jordan—the 
muddy 
Jordan—the 


monotonous Jordan. I wouldn't be 
seen -washing in such a river as 
that. Why, we watered our horses 
in a 
better 
river 
than that on 


our way here—the beautiful river, the 
jasper-paved River of Pharpar. Be- 
sides that, we have in our country an- 
other Damascene river, Abaua, with 
foliagcd bank, the torrent ever swift 
and ever clear, under the flickering 
bhadows ot sycamore and oleander. 
Are not Abana and Pharpar, rivers of 
Damascus better than all the waters 
of Israel?" 


I suppose Naarnau felt very much as 


Americans would feel if, by way of 
medical prescription, someone should 
tell us to go and wash in the DanulS?&,* 
the Khine. We would answer: "Are 
not the Connecticut and the Hudson 
just as good?" Or as an Englishman 
would feel if he were told, by way of 
medical prescription, he must go and 
wash in the Mississippi or the St. Law- 
reuce. He would cry out: "Are not 
the Thames and the Shannon just 
as well?" The fact was that haughty 
Naaman needed to learn what every 
Englishman and every American needs 
to learn—that when God tells you to 
do a thing, you must go and do it, 
whether you understand the reason or 
not. One thing is certain: Unless 
haughty Naaman does as Elisha com- 
mands him, he will die of his awful 
sickness. And unless you do as Christ 
commands you, you will be seized upon 
by an everlasting wasting away. Obey 
and live, disobey and die. 
Thrilling, 


overarching, uudergirding, stupendous 
alternative! 


Well, Gen. _Naaman could not stand 


the test. The charioteer gives a jerk 
to the right line until tho bit snaps in 
the horses month, and the \vhirr of the 
wheels and the flying of the dust show 
the indignation of the great com- 
mander. "He turned and wont away 
in a rage." So people now often get 
mad at religion. 
They vituperate 


H gainst ministers, against churches, 
'against Christian people. One would 
think from their irate behavior tllati 
God 
had been 
studying how to 


nnnoy, and exasperate, and demolish 
them. What has he boon doing? Ohly 
trying to cure their death-dealing 
leprosy. That is all. Yet they whip 
up their horses, they dig in their spur.s, 
and they go away in a rage. 


So, after all, it seems that this health 


excursion of Gen. Naaman is to bo a 
dead failure. That little Hebrew cap- 
tive might as well have not told him of 
the prophet, and this long journey 
might as well not have been taken. 
Poor, sick, dying Naaman! Are you go- 
ing away in high dudgeon, and worse 
than when you came,? As hi.s chariot 
halts a moment, his, servants clamber 
up in it and coax him to do as Klislia 
Mild. They say: "It's easy, H the 
prophet had told you to ,-walk for a 
mile- on sharp spikes in order lo get 
rid of this awful disease, you would 
have dono il. 
It 
is ea-sy. Come, 


my loid, jns-t get dosvn and wash 
in U>e Jordan 
You tate n bath every 


day anyhow, and in this climate It is 
so hot that it will do you good. Do it 
on our account, and for the sake of the 
army you command, and for the sake 
of the nation that admires you. Come, 
my lord, just try a Jordanic bath." 
"Well," he saj's, "to please you 1 will 
do as you say." The retinue drive to 
the brink of the Jordan. The horses 
paw and neigh to get into the stream 
themselves and cool their hot flanks. 
Gen. Naaman, assisted by his attend- 
ants, gets down out of the chariot and 
painfully comes to the brink of the 
river and steps in until the water 
comes 
to 
the 
ankle, 
aud 
goes 


on deeper until the water comes to the 
girdle, and now standing so far down 
in tho stream, just a little inclination 
of the head will thoroughly immeise 
him. He bows once into the flood, and 
comes up and shakes the water out of 
nostril and eye; and his attendants 
look at him and say: '^Vhv, general, 
how much better you do look." And 
he bows a second time into the flood 
and comes up, and the -wild s,tare is 
gone out of his eye. He bows the third 
time into the flood and comes up, and 
the shriveled flesh has got smooth 
again, lie bows the fourth time in the 
flood and comes up, and the hair that 
had fallen out is restored iu thick locks 
again all over his brow. He bows 
the fifth time into the flood and comes 
up, and the hoarseness has gone out of 
his throat. He bows the sixth time 
and comes up, and all the soreness and 
anguish have gone out of his limbs, 
"Why," he says, "I am almost well, 
but I will make a complete cure," and 
lie bows the seventh time into the 
flood and he comes lip, and not so 
much as a fester, or a scale, or an 
eruption as big as the head of a pin 
is to be seen on him. He steps out on 
the bank and says: "Is it possible?" 
And the attendants look and say: 
"Is 


it possible?" And ns, with the health 
of an athlete, he bounds back into the 
chariot and drives on, there goes up 
from all his attendants a wild "huzza! 
huzza!" Of course, they go back to 
pay and thank the man of God for his 
counsel so fraught with wisdom. When 
they left the prophet's house 'they 
went off mad; they have come back 
glad. People always think better of a 
minister after they are converted than 
they do before conveision. Now, weare 
to them an intolerable nuisance, be- 
cause we tell them to do things that go 
against the grain; but some of us have 
a great many letters from those who 
tell us that once they were angiy at 
what we preached, but afterward glad- 
ly received the Gospel at our bauds. 
,They once called us fanatics, or terior- 
ists.or enemies; now they callus friends. 
Yonder is a man who said he would 
never come into the church again. lie 
said that two years ago. He said: ''My 
family shall never come here again if 
such doctrines as that arc preached." 
But he came again, and his family 
came again 
He is a Christian, his 


wife a Christian, all his children Chris- 
tians, the whole household Christians, 
and you shall dwell with them in the 
house of the Lord forever. Our un- 
dying coadjutors are those who once 
hear d the Gospel, and ' 'went away in a 
rage." 


Now, raj' hearers, you know that this 


Gen. Naamau did two things in order 
to get well. The first wa.s~he got out 
out of his chariot. 
He might have 


stayed there with bis swollen feet on 
the stuffed ottoman, seated on that 
embroidered cushion, until his last 
gasp, he would never have got auy ie- 
iief. He 
had 
to get 
down ont 


of 
his 
chariot. 
And 
you 
have 


got 
to 
get 
down 
out 
of the 


chariot of your pride if you ever 
become a Christian. You can not 
drive up to the cross with a coach-and- 
tour, and be saved among all the 
spangles. You seem to think that the 
Lord is going to be complimented by 
your coming. Oh, no, you poor, miser- 
able, scaly, leprous sinner, get down 
out of that. We all come in the same 
haughty way. We expect to ride 
into the 
Kingdom of God. Never 


until wo get down on our knees will 
^ve find mercy. The Lord has nn- 
horsed us, uncharioted us. Get do.vn 
out of you pride. Get down out of 
your self-righteousness and your hyp- 
ocriticism. That is tlie journey we 
have to make on our knees. It is our 
infernal pride that keeps us from get- 
ting rid of the leprosy of sin. Dtar 
Lord, what have- we to be proud of? 
Proud of our scales? Proud of our own 
uncleanness? Proud of this killing in- 
fection? Bring us down at Thy feet, 
weeping praying, penitent, believing 
suppliants. 


For sinners. Lord, Ihou cara'st to bleed, 
And I'm a .sinner vile indeed: 
Lord, I believe I'M gruee is Tree, 
O, magnify that Brace in me 
But he had not only to get down out 


of his chariot. He had to wash. "0," 
yon say, "I am very careful with my 
ablutions. Every day I plunge into a 
bright and beautiful bath'" Ah, my 
hearer, there is a flood brighter than 
any that pours from these hills. It 
is the flood that .breaks from the 
granite of the eternal hills. It is the 
flood of pardon, and peace, and life, 
and Heaven. The flood started m the 
tears of Christ, and the sweat of 
Gethsemane, and rolled on, accumu- 
lating flood, until all earth and Heaven 
could bathe in it. Zechariah. called it 
the "fountains open for sin and un- 
clcanliuess." William Cowper called 
it 
tho 
"fountain 
filled 
with 


blood." Your fathers and 
mothers 


washed 
all 
their 
sins 
and sor- 


rows away in that fountain. 0, my 
hearers, do you not feel like wading 
into it? Wade down now into this 
glorious flood, deeper, deeper, deeper. 
Plunge once, twice, three, four times, 
five times, six times, seven times. 
It 


will take as much as that to cure your 
soul. O, wash, wash, wash, and be 
clean. 


I suppose that was a great time at

RUM'_S EVIL EFFECTS. 


Terrible Krsults of AkolK.Hi; Indulgence 


In the Vital Oigans. 


ft maj not be generally known that 


the e\ il effects of drinking are far more 
pronounced in the case of the "'steady'1 
drinker than in that of the man who 
goes on periodical excesses 
By a 


"steady" drinker is meant one who 
drinks regularly, every day. He may 
never become fully intoxicated, but he 
keeps the system saturated with alco- 
col all the time. The other man—the 
periodical drunkard—takes a "spree."' 
gets drunk, all through, and remains 
so for a number of hours, or for a day 
or two; but between these he drinks 
nothing-, and the body has time to jjet 
rid of the poison. Hence such a man 
is less likely to suffer from severe or- 
ganic troubles due to alcohol than the 
bteath drinker, who keeps his body 
full of the poison all the time. We 
propose to briefly indicate the effects 
of alcohol as a poison upon the ffreat 
organs of the body. 


Those most subject to fatal disease 


as the result of alcoholic indulgence 
aie the liver, kidneys and heart. We 
place the liver first, because it is the 
OBC most liable. Most of the liquids 
we sw allow are carried directly from 
the stomach and digestive tract into 
the liver through the portal vein; 
hence the alcohol imbibed reaches 
that organ first, in full quantity, and 
must pass through its ti-ssues before it 
can possibly get into the general cir- 
culation aud reach other portions of 
the body. The result of this stream of 
alcohol pouring through the liver is to 
induce inflammation of that oigan, 
and lead the way to a large number of 
grave complications. The liver is the 
main source of sugar nnd uric acid in 
the svstem. 
Alcohol increases the 


amount of these products, and hence 
leads to and aggravates diabetes— 
which is characterised by sugar being 
found in the urinary products—and 
gout, which is caused by an excess of 
uric acid. Besides these effects of the 
inflammation induced byilrink it often 
results in cirrhosis, in which the liver 
becomes contracted, hard and irregu- 
lar in shape; and in enlaigement or 
fatty degeneration of the organ. In 
both these cases it fails to perform its 
functions properlj, and dcatli eventu- 
ally results 


As soon ns the alcohol imbibed passes 


through the liver and gels into the 
general circulation, the lungs and the 
skin begin to get rid of it. At every 
breath the expired air is loaded with 
its vapoi; it is thrown off in the insen 
sible perspii ation from the skin Hence 
the kidneys do not receive the full 
amount drank, as does the liver; 
but enough passes- through them to 
cause the gravest disordeis, and all of 
them fatal 
Blinking is a fruitful 


source pt Kright's disease, which is a 
degeneration of their structure. The 
kidneys aid in the task of ridding the 
system of the alcoholic poison; thej 
are easily overworked, and the extia 
labor imposed upon them causes this* 
degenet ation 
Other diseases of these 


organs are caused bj drink. Spirit- 
uous liquors arc the more apt to cause 
"granular kirtnpj,''while beer drink- 
ing brings on fatty degeneration 
Al- 


bumiiiuria, ia its most troublesome 
forms, also results from steady drink- 
ing. 


The effects of alcohol upon the 


heart's action are peculiar. The lat- 
est view is that it acts on the nerve 
centers like various other poisons— 
atropU, for example—paralyzing to 
some extent the vagus nerve, which 
has a checking or retai ding effect on 
cardiac action Released partially fron.. 
this control, the heart starts off "like a 
wild horse. Its action is quickened, 
the blood is driven through the arterie- 
with increased force, the face is flushed, 
and other familial phenomena of accel- 
erated ciiculation follow. If the dose 
of alcohol becomes largely increased its 
paralyzing effect reaches the acceler- 
ating as well as retarding nerve*, nun 
the heart's action becomes slow and 
weak, the man's breathing stertorous, 
and death even may supervene. Foi 
the benefit of medical renders, we will 
sav that the above explanation of the 
mode of action of alcohol on the heait 
is that of the London Lancet—well 
known to be the medical journal of the 
highest authority in Gicat Britain. 


io much for the immediate action of 


alcohol on the heart; now tor its effects 
icsulting from steady drinking 
It is 


the universal tcslimonv of the medical 
profession that intemperance is a most 
fruitful cause of all foims of heart dis- 
ease. 
Among those most frequently 


met with, due to this cause, are hyper- 
trophy, dilatation, valvular disease, 
and fatty degeneration—all of them 
fatal eientually. 
Those precious e[- 


feits extend to ihe entire circulating 
s.vstcm, inducing fatty granular (ath- 
eromatous) degeneration of the walls 
of the arteries, a weakening of the 
coats of the capillaries, causing their 
permanent distension (the cause of the 
chronic redness of the nose and face 
from drink); and these largely increase 
the liability to apoplexy, which is sim- 
ply the rnpturd of a blood-vessel in the 
brain. 


The London Lancet recently pave a 


series of tables, showing the death- 
rate, between the ages of 85 and 05, of 
men engaged in occupations that put 
before them constant temptation to 
drink, and those who were not thus 
exposed. These showed that for everv 
2(17 deaths from liver diseases in the 
former, there were but 06 in the latter; 
and that to 132 deaths from kidney dis- 
eases among the former, Jthere were 
but 107 among the latter. And in the 
cases of deaths from diseases of the 
heart and of the circulatory system, 411 
died of the former class to SSn of the 
latter. That is.'the death rate from 
diseases of these three great organs is 
moie than twice as great among the 
classes exposed to the temptation of 
drink as1 among those not so exposed. 


The law lavs its heavy hand upon the 


sale of all other poisons, and hedges it 
about with the utmost precautions; but 
the sale of alcohol, in its myriad se- 
ductive forms, is unrestricted in anv 
such way. Yet more men die of this 
poison per annum than of the aggre- 
gate of all otheis for a scoie of years' 
This is a fact that is well worth the 
attention of every friend of temper- 
ance. Why this broud distinction in 
favor of one poison? Simply because 
there is an enormous profit in its sale. 
The rum power battles against all leg- 
is:|fltiion f aimed ,at putting- the sale.un- 
der proper surveillance, frora-the pure- 
ly sellish motive, of sordid gain. The 
scientific facts concerning the infernal 
poison need to become widely kimnn, 
that the people may bo aroused in 
favoi' of the effort to pulveri/o the rum 
power.—Toledo 151ade.
